Those Hardest Hit Hold Mass Meet- 


ing in Chamber of Commerce to 


Protest. 


A meeting of orange growers of Po- 


mona, Claremont, San Dimas, Lords- 
burg, Glendora, Azusa and Covina was 
held Tuesday in the offices of the 
Chamber 
of Commerce to 
protest 


against the raise in valuation made by 
the County Assessor on orange and 
agricultural lands in these districts. 
The meeting, which was largely at- 
tended, was presided over by G. D. 
Whitcomb of Glendora. James Slau- 
son, vice-president of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, who owns ex- 
tensive orange interests in Azusa, act- 
ed as secretary. Assemblyman Cogs- 
well of El Monte gave a history of 
the fight made at the last legislature 
by members of the State Board of 
Equalization to have the valuation of 
citrus land raised as a class. It was 
alleged that the Los Angeles County 
Assessor has established a basis of 
valuation for highly improved orange 
laud all over the county at $300. This 
does not affect the Covina district 
very much, as lands here have been 
assessed for a number of years at 
nearly this figure: however, in other 
sections, it means a double, and in 
some places a treble, valuation. 


The meeting adopted a resolution 


ially increased this year, but it is also 
a notorious fact that these sections 
have enjoyed for many years a ridi- 
culously low assessment as compared 
with Covina. The Argus stands for 
an equitable assessment and we be- 
lieve that .Air. Hopkins is giving it to 
us. With the present increase in real- 
ty the county assessment this year 
will be many millions below that of 
last year, after . the State Board of 
Equalization had added the infamous 
40 per cent. 
i\lr. Hopkins proposes in 


all cases to allow the tax on personal 
property to stand where he had it. 
last year before the 40 per cent, ad- 
vance, at a 50 per cent, valuation. 


Taxpayers hould not be willing to 


accept every wild rumor that is in 
circulation, but should satisfy them- 
selves by a personal visit to the as- 
sessor, as to whether they are being 
discriminated against. If their prop- 
erty is assessed too highly, Mr. Hop- 
kins is willing at all times to reduce 
t before the books are closed for the

which will be widely circulated among 
the orange and walnut growers and 
Wesented by a committee to Mr. 
Hopkins, the County Assessor, for his 
consideration. It reads: 


"Resolved that it having been stat- 


ed by the assessor of Los Angeles 
county that all citrus and walnut lands 
and groves will be raised in value for 
assessment purposes from 100 per cent- 
to 300 per cent, and nevertheless the 
total of the assessed roll of this coun- 
ty will be decreased in the sum of 
many millions of dollars from the roll 
of last year after the raise of the State 
Board of Equalization, and should the 
County Assessor carry out the con- 
templated raise on citrus and walnut 
lands and groves and the State Board 
of Equalization find the total roll of 
Los Angeles county many millions less 
than the total after the raise of last 
year, it may again raise the valuation 
to the former aggregate, thereby add- 
ing probably another large percentage 
to already excessive figures of assess- 
ment on citrus and walnut groves and 
lands as contemplated by the County 
Assessor; 


"Therefore we, the owners of such 


properties, in mass meeting assembled, 
earnestly request the assessor of Los 
Angeles county to refrain from such 
unjust action, and if any raise be 
made that it shall be uniform upon all 
classes of property in said county, and 
in proportion to the assessed valuation 
as made by other counties within the 
state upon like property." 


(Ed.) 
The meeting was attended 


by many of the most representative 
orange growers in the San Gabriel 
valley, and the general feeling ap- 
peared to prevail that Mr. Hopkins, 
the County Assessor, was raising the 
valuations on agricultural lands and 
letting city realty remain at its for- 
mer figures. This, however, j« an en- 
tirely erroneous impression, and any- 
one who will take the time to visit 
the assessor's office and inspect his 
books will lind that Mr. Hopkins is 
striving to equali/e assessment all 
over the county, both city and country 
alike, and that lie is raising the valua- 
tions in the city on the same basis, as 
regards the cash value of (he proper-

DATE FOR RATE ARGUMENT. 


Citrus Fruit Shippers Will Hear De- 


cision of Interstate 
Commerce 


:' 
Commission Soon. 


The argument upon the citrus fruit 


freight rate is set for May 11, before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
at Washington. Owing to its Import- 
ance, a speedy ruling is expected. The 
railroads are under court injunction to 
transport lemons for a majority of 
Southern California shippers for $1 a 
box. A few shippers who did not join, 
in the suit brought in the United 
States Circuit Court against the South- 
ern Pacific Company, Santa Fe and 
Salt Lake railroad, still have to pay 
the increased rate of $1.15 a box. If 
the commission decides against the 
railroads, a refund will be made to 
tli3se shippers. 


On the whole the fruit growers of 


Southern California are fairly confi- 
dent of a favorable decision. They be- 
lieve sufficient evidence was intro- 
duced at the hearing in Los Angeles 
to warrant the commission ordering 
the present lemon freight rate main- 
tained and the rate on oranges lower- 
ed. 


The question of the correction of the 


refrigeration charges 
depends in a 


large degree upon the outcome of the 
tests to be made by inspectors for the 
commission. The question of pre-cool- 
Ing is apparently a difficult one to 
solve. 


The growers in general declare that 


they are willing to have the railroads 
do the refrigerating if they do it right, 
and at a proper charge. But it is 
alleged that methods at present em- 
ployed by the roads in preparing the 
fruit for shipment are not the best. 


Some of thf railroad representatives 


at the recent hearing admitted that 
there is still much to learn about, the 
best way of pre-eooling and shipping 
fruit. 
They ;:.verred, however, that 


they are t r y i n g ' < > get the fruil to the 
markets in the best possible condition.

filled with fruit, pre-cooled and pre- 
icert according to the method of the 
pac'cr.ra will be Ghii^oi? ilisi. Tki ^«. 
will be sealed and remain unopened 
until they reach their destination. 
When a car arrives at a designated 
point it will be opened under the dir- 
ection of one of the inspectors. He 
will carefully note the condition of the 
fruit and the amount of ice remain- 
ing in the tanks. 


In order to strike a good average, 


a number of cars shipped to various 
distances will be examined. Also al- 
lowances will be made for delays such 
as are liable to occur almost any time 
upon the transcontinental roads. 


Other tests will be conducted to de- 


termine the amount of ice needed if 
the railroad method of shipment is 
followed. Inspectors will be stationed 
at the icing plants enroute. 
The 


amount of ice put in each car at the 
point of origin and at each station will 
be carefully noted. These tests will 
be made until the hot weather arrives, 
although little citrus fruit is moved 
after June. 


This question of refrigeration may 


be decided separately by the commis- 
sion. The question of rates is believ- 
ed to be worthy of a speedy settle- 
ment. 


The roads maintain that the cost 


of transporting fruit has steadily in- 
creased. A formidable array of figures 
and tables were introduced at the hear 
ing. 
It was alleged that the SI a box 


freight rate was a temporary one, de- 
signed to aid the lemon growers. At 
the time this rate was made, the rail- 
roads state it was promulagated as a 
temporary rate. It was not admitted 
that the increase in the tariff on for- 
eign lemons had anything to do with 
the published increase to $l.ir> a box. 


The attorneys for the petitioners 


have until the J'.ith inst. to prepare 
their briefs. 
The railroad attorneys 


have until May 1 to furnish copies of 
their briefs. The oral argument is not 
expected to consume much time.—Los 
Angeles Times.
